X)E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
-LI with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. The Lord. Lieutenant may, with the consent of the Commis- Division!

appoint so many fit and proper persons as he thinks necessary, not 
being more than five, to be Divisional Commissioners in the Royal 
Irish Constabulary for the purposes of this Act. 

10 Every Divisional Commissioner shall by virtue of his appointment 
be an officer of the Royal Irish Constabulary, and shall hold office 
during the pleasure of the Lord Lieutenant. 

The persons who may be appointed to fill vacancies occurring 
from time to time among the Divisional Commissioners first ap- 
16 pointed under this Act shall be selected from the officers of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary. 

The provisions of the Act of the session of the sixth and seventh 
years of the reign of His late Majesty King William the Fourth, 
chapter thirteen, intituled “ An Act to consolidate the laws relating 
20 to the Constabulary Force in Ireland,” relative to making of rules, 
orders, and regulations for the general government of the members 
of the Royal Irish Constabulary Force, and as to their classification, 
rank, and particular services, and the other matters therein men- 
tioned, shall apply to the officers to be appointed under this Act.

Divisional Commissioner, or of a vacancy in liis office, tlie Lord 
Lieutenant may from time to time, if he thinks fit, nominate some 
officer of the Loyal Irish Constabulary to exercise the powers and 
perform the duties of such Divisional Commissioner for such period 
as the Lord Lieutenant may determine. 5 

If at any time a person holding the office of Assistant Inspector 
General of the Royal Irish Constabulary is appointed a Divisional 
Commissioner under this Act, the office of Assistant Inspector 
General so becoming vacant shall not be filled up unless the 
Lord Lieutenant so orders. 10 

3. Every Divisional Commissioner, and every person nominated 
temporarily to exercise the powers and perform the duties of a 
Divisional Commissioner, may take before any justice of the peace 
the oaths which justices of the peace are by law required to take, 
and shall thereupon become and continue to be, during the con- 15 
tinuance of his office, or until the termination of his employment 

in discharging the duties of Divisional Commissioner, as the case 
may be, a justice of the peace for every county and place in 
Ireland. 

4. The Divisional Commissioners shall respectively be paid, out 20 
of moneys voted by Parliament, sucli salaries not exceeding 
one thousand pounds a year, and such allowances as the Lord 
Lieutenant may determine, with the sanction of the Commissioners 

of the Treasury. 

5. In this Act — ^ 

The term “ Lord Lieutenant ” includes the lords justices or other 

chief governor or governors of Ireland for the time being. 

The term “ county ” includes a county of a city, a county of a 
town, and city and county. 

6 . This Act may be cited as the Constabulary (Ireland) 30 
Act, 1884. 
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
